When  losses  occur  by  delays  in  delivery,  claims  should  be  made 
at  once  on  the  forwarding  companies. 

CLAIMS,  to  receive  consideration,  must  be  made  within  ten  (10) 
days  of  receipt  of  goods. 

While  we  exercise  the  greatest  care  to  have  all  Trees,  Shrubs  and 
Plants  genuine  and  reliable,  and  hold  ourselves  prepared  to  replace, 
on  proper  proof,  all  that  prove  untrue,  we  do  not  give  any  warranty, 
expressed  or  implied;  and  in  case  of  an  error  on  our  part,  it  is 
mutually  agreed  between  the  purchaser  and  ourselves  that  we  shall 
not  at  any  time  be  held  responsible  for  a  greater  amount  than  the 
original  price  of  the  goods. 

PACKING. — We  take  great  care  in  packing,  using  damp  moss 
to  protect  roots.  Boxes  and  bales  are  charged  for  at  cost.

Originated  in  the  city  of  Kurume,  on  the  island  of  Kya- 
shu,  Japan,  nearly  100  years  ago,  these  beautiful  plants 
have  been  practically  unknown  in  Europe  euid  America 
until  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  public  a  few  years 
ago  by  Mr.  E.  H.  Wilson,  of  the  Arnold  Arboretum. 

The  plants  of  this  group  are  of  dwarf,  compact  habit,  with 
small,  deep  green,  glossy,  evergreen  foliage,  and  small 
flowers,  borne  in  great  profusion,  euid  covering  the  plants 
for  many  weeks  with  their  fairy  clouds  of  exquisite 
color.
